The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  price  is  $9«33  pei'  cwt,  at  pool  plants 
for  milk  testing  3*5^  butterfat.  The  producer  butterfat  differential  is  8.2  cents 
for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3-5‘5^  test.  This  is  a price  increase 
of  $2.43  above  January  1973  a-nd  an  increase  of  13  cents  above  December  1973* 

In  January  1974,  7h.d>%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  $9*79  psr  cwt.  and  25.2^  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $8.10  per  cwt.  for  milk  testing 
3.5^  butterfat.  The  January  handler  butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8.6  cents 
and  Class  II  was  7-9  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  January  1974  was  30j593j300  pounds 
which  is  a decrease  of  6,686,705  pounds  or  a daily  average  decrease  of  17-9^  compared 
with  January  1973*  The  January  daily  average  deliveries  from  626  producers  was 
1,576  pounds.  This  compares  to  769  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,564  pounds 
per  day  during  January  1973-
